Heavy | 
rains at frequent intervals have} 
given promise of an adequate supply | 
of soil and surface moisture during | 
the growing season and the back- 
ward spring has delayed budding | 
and bloming so that the danger from | 
killing frosts is greatly reduced. 


the principal fruits except apricots 


apricot crop has been doubtful since 
early in the season, due to an in-| 
festation of apricot brown rot in 
the coast growing sections, and the 
crop was further reduced by killing 
frosts early in April (the crop in 
the Santa Clara valley and adjacent 
territory is now estimated at 40 per | 
cent of a normal crop). 

Gradual movement of remaining 
stocks of apples from common stor- 
age in the Pacific Northwest was re- 
ported during the» past month, ap- 
proximately 1000 cars having been 
shipped to distributing centers. To- 
tal carlot shipments of apples from 
this district up to April 1st this sea- 
son were 49,045 cars, as compared 
with 30,673 cars shipped by the same! 
date last season. Shippers antici- 
pated strengthening markets and 
rising prices in the months of March 
and April for remaining stocks of 
common and cold storage apples, but 
consumer demand is reported to have 
remained weak and price advances 
did not materialize.
